NEW  SECTION.  Sec. 1. The | egi sl ature finds t hat t he
i npl ementation of health information technologies in hospitals,
including electronic nedical records, has the potenti al to
significantly reduce cost, inprove patient outcones, and sinplify the
adm ni stration of health care. Further, the legislature finds that the
nunber of and conplexity of the bills that result froma hospital stay
can be confusing to patients. Therefore, it is the intent of the
| egislature to encourage hospitals to design the inplenentation of
health information technol ogies so as to allow the hospital to provide
the patient, prior to or wupon discharge, <clearly understandable
i nformati on about the services provided during the hospital stay, and
the bills the patient is likely to receive related to each of those
services. Recognizing that conplete inplenentation of the technol ogi es
required to achieve this goal wll take a nunber of years, the
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| egislature intends to require that hospitals i medi ately begi n worKking
toward the goal by conpiling and communicating information to assi st
patients in understanding their bills.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 70.41 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Prior to or wupon discharge, a hospital nust furnish each
patient receiving inpatient services a witten statenent providing a
list of physician groups and ot her professional partners that conmonly
provide care for patients at the hospital and from whomthe patient may
receive a bill, along with contact phone nunbers for those groups. The
statenment nust prom nently display a phone nunber that a patient can
call for assistance if the patient has any questions about any of the
bills they receive after discharge that relate to their hospital stay.

(2) This section does not apply to any hospital owned or operated
by a health maintenance organization under chapter 48.46 RCW when
providing prepaid health care services to enrollees of the health
mai nt enance organization or any of its wholly owned subsidiary
carriers.
